VIEWS ON A TOWN’S 
MEETING, 


At a special meeting of the Manchester 
City Council, which was held yesterday, it 
was decided to requisition the Lord Mayor 
to take a poll of the electors on the clauses 
of a Corporation bill whch were negatived 
at a meeting of local government electors held 
last week. The clauses relate to the compul- 
sory acquisition of land in the Wythenshaw 
area, the running of trolley vehicles, the 
compulsory pasteurisation of the city’s milk 
supply, and the abolition of the office of 
elective auditor. 

The Lord Mayor stated that he had re- 
ceived a petition, signed by a sufficient num. 
ber of electors, asking for a poll on the 
clauses dealing with the pasteurisation of 
milk, and also a petition from a sufficient 
number of electors demanding a poll on the 
whole bill. Unless, therefore, the latter 
petition was withdrawn within a certain 
period, there would have to be a poll on the 
whole bill, apart from any decision the 
Council might come to at the meeting. 

Alderman George Titt, supporting the re- 
solution, said that a town’s meeting in these 
days was a sheer anachronism. The people 
at the last town’s meeting were, in the main. 
people who had an axe to grind oar a vested 
interest to serve. ig 

Councillor E. J. Hart asked whether it 
was possible for cities like Manchester to 
combine to request the Government to do 
away wth the farce of a town’s meeting every 
time the City Council promoted a Parlia- 
mentary bill.

If they are not mature, healthy and possessed 
of the qualities that make for good layers, 
then you cannot look for satisfactory results 
from their progeny. 


Selecting the Birds. 


In the first place, hens in their second 
or third laying season are recommended for 
stock birds, under certain conditions. They 
must be in good, hard condition, neither 
too fat nor teo thin. They should be known 
to lay good strong-shelled eggs. They should 
possess good winter egg records, and, as fat 
as possible, should be characteristic of their 
breed and type. They should have fineness 
of bone and head, with as few defects as 
possible. Birds with crooked breasts should 
not be used in the breeding pen. Layers 
of double-yolked eggs or of mis-shapen or 
defective in shell should not be used, as 
these faults are transmitted.

The death took place at his residence, 
121 North Cireular road, Dublin, at the aze 
of seventy-six years, of Mr. John Cassidy, 
who was for many years extensively engaged 
in the cattle export trade together with his 
brother, Mr. Michael Cassidy, Erne View 
House, Ballyshannon. 

Since Mr. Cassidy retired from active busi. 
ness about ten years ago he took a very 
keen interest in any movement for the better- 
ment of the live stock trade, and was chielly 
responsible for the passing into law of the 
Animals Compensation Act, being chairman cf 
the trustees appointed to administer the 
fund created under the Act. 

He was also the prime mover in the forma- 
tion of the Dublin, Silloth and Isle of Man 
Steamship Co., Ltd., and was chairman of 
the company up to his death, He was also 
president of the Irish Live Stock Exporters 
and Traders’ Association, and chairman of 
the Nationa] Executive of the Irish Live Stock 
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i of Portland, who was seventy-five years of 
| age yesterday. When not quite twenty-two, 
as a lieutenant in the Coldstream Guards, he 
succeeded, on the death of his third cousin, 
the fifth duke, to the title and vast estates, 
extending to some 183,000 acres, in London 
and Nottinghamshire. In December three 
years ago he celebrated the fiftieth anniver- 
| sary of his succession to the dukedom, and, 
in the new year there were public celebra- 
tions of the event at Welback Abbey. At 
the Abbey, which is famous for its unique 
underground ballroom, the Duke and Duchess 
have entertained King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, the present King and Queen and 
the Prince of Wales. 

The Duke has been a great sportsman. He 
was one of the greatest figures on the Turf 
in Victorian and Edwardian days. The Duke 
bought for 1,600 guineas the famous horse, 
St. Simon, which proved a gold mine. It was 
the sire of two of King Edward’s Derby 
winners—Persimmon and Diamond Jubilee. 
In one year alone the Duke's winnings on the 
Turf amounted to £73,000. 

The Duke- is the owner of one of the best- 
known art treasures in the world—the famous 
Portland Vase. lt had been lent to the British 
Museum for 119 years when the Duke. in 
1929, decided to sell it. The vase, which is 
2,000 years old, was withdrawn from the sale 
at Christie's when bids had reached 29,000 
guineas. 

In 1889 he married Winifred, the only 
daughter of the late Mr. Thomas Yorke 
Dallas-Yorke, of Walmsgate, Louth, Lincoln- 
shire. At a gathering of tenants at Welback 
Abbey, to celebrate the fifticth anniversary 
of his succession to the title, the Duke said: 
“The best thing that ever befell me was 
when the lady, who is not only queen of my 
heart but, I believe, of all hearts, wherever 
she goes and wherever she is known, con- 
sented to be my bride.” 

The marriage of the Duke and Duchess was 
the outcome of a romantic chance meeting. 
The Duke happened to look out of a railway 
carriage at a lonely station and saw the 
future Duchess standing there. He made up 
his mind that he would never marry anyone 
else. The announcement of the engagement 
soon fellowed. The Duke was thirty-one 
when he married. 7 


SHORT-LIVED CRISIS?

BULGARIAN CABINET 
RESIGNS, 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. - 
SOFIA, Wednesday. 


The Bulgarian Government formally 
resigned this morning, but the indications 
are that the crisis will not result in a 
change of régime. After asking the 
Ministers to handle current affairs for the 
time being, King Boris consulted all the 
party leaders in succession.

OLD POTTERY FIND. 


STOKE-ON-TRENT’S LONG 
HISTORY, 


Roman coins and pottery have been found 
at Trent Vale, Stoke-on-Trent. If the pottery 
was made on or near the settlement, then the 
industry in North Staffordshire is at least 
one thousand years older than it was thought 
to be. 

On the site are remains believed to be 
those of a Roman villa. One of the coins, 
which 1s broken, is of the period of Nero, 
and the two others are of the Emperor 
Augustus. 

A bronze object has also been found, and 
is puzzling the local archeologists. Mr. G. 
J. V. Bemrose, the Chief Curator of the 
City Museums, Stoke-on-Trent, believes that 
some of the pottery discovered was made on 
or near the site. The excavations are to be

SINGING AT 75. 


MR. BEN DAVIES TAKES CARE 
OF HIS VOICE. 


Mr. Ben Davies, the famous tenor, will 
be 75 years old next month, He still 
practises singing every day, and fully expects 
to retain his voice all his life. 

Mr. Davies points out that Battistini was 
76 when he died, and his voice was still 
perfect. ‘‘ That's very unusual in a tenor,’ 
said Mr. Davies, “ but Battistini always said 
that I should keep my voice all my life long. 
I haven't worn it out, because I have taken 
cara of it. 

‘The way to keep your voice,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘is to sing on the resonance of it 
rather than on the voice itself. If there is 
one thing rather than any other which has 
worn out singers’ voices before their time it 
is Wagner operas,”’ 

Mr. Davies is still as active as most men 
of half his years. He can still play two full 
rounds of golf a day, and, when on holiday 
at his house at Sheringham, he has a daily 
bathe at 7 a.m. 

Mr. Davies has now been singing for nearly 
70 years, He began to sing when le was 
about five years old. As a boy his voice was 
an alto, but it “ broke,” as he says, after 
he had sung in a choir which won a cup n 
London. { 

“I was advised not to attempt to sing for 
at least four years, and I took the advice,” 
he said. ‘‘I eventually returned to London 
to the Royal Academy of Music for training, 
and it was there that Mr. Carl Rosa found 
me and engaged me. Those were the palmy 
days of Carl Rosa opera.”’

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GALWAY'S ANCIENT 
SWORD AND MACE. 


FIRST OFFER TO £6,000 
’ RESTORATION FUND. 


an. invitation. of the Galway Urban 
District Council to act as treasurer of 

a fund to purchase the ancient sword and 
mace of Galway, and already he has received 
intimation that Miss Annie Blake, of 
Murrough House, Galway, will be delighted 
to subscribe five hundred guineas to the tund. 
There is an interesting history associated 
with the ancient sword and mace of Galway. 
The sword, which is of solid silver, was 
made in the year 1660 by Edward Fallon, of 
Galway, and the mace, which also is of solid 
silver, was made in 1709 by John Clifden, of 
Dublin. ‘hese civic emblems oceupied their 
allotted positions in the local Council 
Chamber until 1841, when the Corporation 
of Galway was dissolved by the Municipal 
Corporations Act. F inancial stringency was 
so acute in those days that when Edmond 
Blake, the last Mayor, went out of office 
ten years’ salary, amounting to £8,000, was 
due to him, and the Corporation, before it

|} went out of office, resolved that the sword 


and mace should be given to the Mayor to 
liquidate the debt. . 

When Mr. Edmond Blake died in 1905 the 
sword and mace came into the possession of 
his daughter, Miss Annie Blake, aud were 
exhibited by her at the Galway Exhibition 
two years later. 


SENT TO AMERICA. 

Two years ago Miss Blake decided to 
dispose of these heirlooms, and Mr. Louis 
Wine, fine art dealer, of Grafton street, 
Dublin, acquired an option to purchase them, 
an option which he offered to the National 
Museum of ireland. The articles were 
inspected by Museum officials, who duly 
furnished a report, but the option was not 
accepted, and the sword and mace were 
bought by Mr. Wine. 

The Galway Urban District Council then 
learned of the transaction, and, as the suc- 
cessors of the old Corporation, they claimed 
the return of the emblems. The Dail subse- 
quently passed the National Monuments Act, 
which requires a licence for the export of 
archeological objects, but in the meanwhile 
the sword and mace had been sent to 
America, where, it is understood, Mr. Wine 
could have sold them for a very high figure. 

At a special meeting of the Galway Urban 
Council recently it was decided to acquire 
the sword and mace by public subscription, 
the amount to be fixed at £6,000, end to ask 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin to act as treasurer 
of the fund. The Lord Mayor consented to 
do so, and has received a letter from Mr. 
Henry St. J. Blake, solicitor, Eyre square, 
Galway, stating that Miss Blake, the 
daughter of the last Mayor of Galway, is 
most interested in this worthy project, and 
has instructed him to state that she will be 
delighted to subscribe £525 to the fund. 


“WORTH £15,000.” 

When interviewed by an ZJrish Times 
representative yesterday Mr. Louis Wine said 
that he was prepared to accept the £6,000 
for the sword and mace—each of which 1s 
4 feet 6 inches long—although he could have 
sold them in America at a very much larger 
figure, but when he learned that the Galway 
Urban Council wanted them he was prepared 
to sacrifice the loss. As a matter of fact, 1t 
was because he thought that the sword and 
mace should remain in the country that he 
gave the option to the National Museum ci 
ireland in the first instance. 

When Mr. Harry Wine, his, son, was 1 
Galway on business some time ago, he was 
approached regarding the matter, and, if the 
Council’s scheme succeeded, Galway would 
have the relics restored to. it. 

“ How much,” Mr. Louis Wine was asked, 
‘are the sword and mace worth!” 

“ To a collector,” he replied, “the value 
of the two would be £15,000.’’ i 

Early Galway silver, added Mr. Wine, was 
almost now unprocurable. Consequently it 
was valued highly. 

Mr. Wine smilingly declined to reveal the 
present location of the sword and mace, but 
said that they had never been out of the 
box in which they were placéd when he sent 
them away.

Schoolboy Shot | 


' Dead. 
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Youths’ Escapade with 
Rifle.

REMARKABLE story of the escapades 

A of a party of young people when out 

» shooting with a rook rifle was told at 

an inquest at Ballygawley to-day on George 

William Robert Givans, of Dergina, a school- 

boy, aged ten years, who was shot dead while 
working in a field near his home yesterday. 

The boy’s brother, John, said that he heard 
a shot, and, looking over the hedge, saw his 
brother, who shouted: ‘‘ Hi, John, whatever 
they fired that. time it hit me on the head.” 
George then stooped, and, thinking that he 
Was resuming his work, the witness turned 
away and continued his own work. He did 
not know that anything was wrong with his 
brother until his mother got no response when 
she whistled for George. He then found his 
brother lying on his back dead. 

Medical evidence was given that death 
was due to a fracture of the skull, and was 
virtually instantaneous. 

Cecil Lee, engineer's apprentice, Cookstown. 
one of the shooting party, who was cautioned 
by the Coroner, volunteered to give evidence, 
and said that he had been staying with an 
aunt at, Dergina, and, with Fred Mulligan, a 
cousin, and Wilfred Holmes, he went out 
shooting blackbirds with the rook rifle on 
Tuesday. He saw no one else about, and 
heard no one shouting. He heard afterwards 
of the boy, Givans, having been shot, and 
thought that he might have been struck by a 
bullet from the rifle. i 

The witness said that he had been shooting 
blackbirds with the rifle,- while Wilfred 
Holmes fired at targets. 

Coroner Elliot—It is extraordinary what 
some of us will do. 

The jury returned a verdict of ‘ accidental 
death from a bullet wound’’; attached no 
blame to any person, and expressed sympathy 
with the widowed mother and relatives. 

Answering questions by jurors, the witness 
Lee admitted that he allowed his two com- 
panions to fire with the rifle at blackbirds, 
and that the three of them, with Maud 
Holmes and Ella Young, fired from the 
weapon at a tin can and kettle outside his 
uncle’s empty house. The witness was 
holding the rifle.

Drowning Mystery. 


Old Woman s Death On 
Christmas Eve. 


Called to give evidence at an inquest in 
the County Home, Mullingar, on 
Broderick, aged sixty-four years, of Mill road, 
Mullingar, whose body was found in 
Roval Canal near the Harbour Bridge, 
Mullingar, on Christmas Eve, 
named Michael Flanagan, who lives next 
door, said that he called at Mrs. Broderick s 


her and her sister, Mary Gannon, who lives 
in the same house. He asked Mary Gannon 
would she mind letting Rose out with him, 
and she would bring back a treat for her, as 
he was not coming back. This was agreed 
to, and he went out and told Mrs. Broderick 
to follow him to Corcoran’s public-house. 

The witness explained that he told Mrs. 
Broderick in the house to follow him, as he 
did not like to be seen with a woman. She 
overtook him at Corcoran s, and he got her 
a bottle of stout, which he brought out to 
the door and handed to her, with 2s. for a 
treat for herself. In giving her the bottle and 
Os. he wished her a happy Christmas. She 
wished him the same. 

Proceeding, the witness said that he 
remained for about ten minutes in Corcoran’s 
and then left for Cullion. To go there he 
would have to cross the canal by the harbour. 
When he was going up Harbour street he 
heard shouls, and thought that it was a row. 
He walked on and then heard further shouts. 
He saw by the light of the lamp at the 
bridge that there was a woman in the canal, 
about ten vards in from the bank. He ran 
to Stenson’s for a rope. When he and 
Hubert Stenson came back the body had 
disappeared. He lit matches, and, finding 
the body near the bank, pulled it out, He 
did not know who it was until Joe Carey 
said that it was Fred Broderick’s mother. 

Superintendent McCarron—Where she was 
found was not her way home. Do you know 
any reason why she should go round by the 
harbour 7—No. 

“‘T do not know whether she went home 
or not after I parted with her at Corcoran’s,”’ 
added the witness. ‘‘I do not know how she 
came to be in the water.

A Prisoner's Attempts 
to Escape.

WATERFORD, Wednesday. 


HE man who was injured while attempt- 

mg to jump from the roof >f Waterfor! 

Prison to the prison wall on St. 
Stephen's Day is stated to be an Englishman 
who was awaiting trial on charg-s of robbery 
at Waterford and Tramore. 

The manner in which he attempted to gain 
his liberty shows him to be one of the moat 
daring prisoners ever housed in the instita- 
tion, Im order to reach the roof of the 
Officers’ Mess he had to scale a wall which 
gave virtually no hand or foothold, and 
before making the first leap he balanced him- 
self like a cat and coolly smoked a cigarette. 
As the result of his two falls he received 
rather extensive injuries. 

The manner in which he eluded the warders 
was most ingenious. After being taken to 
the wash-house, he hung his overcoat on the 
door, giving the impression that he was still 
ir-side, when, in fact, he was stealthily making 
his way to the part of the building where 
he made his attempts to escape. 

Scarcely three minutes had passed when he 
was missed, and yet in that short period he 
had thrilled a crowd outside the jail with 
the most daring “ stunts”’ they had ever 
witnessed. 

His bid for liberty recalls a remarkable 
escape from the prison thirty years ago, when 
a diminutive burglar, named “Connie ’ 
Mernin, scaled the forty-foot wall by means 
of a rope, and got away. His freedom was 
short-lived, however, as he was soon traced 
t> his hide-out at Ballinamona and re- 
captured. 

Captain Burke, the Governor of the Prison, 
was absent on Christmas leave when the 
incident occurred on St. Stephen’s Day.

From the 13th to the 24th imst4 which covers 
the rush period, 2,544,000 small letters passe? 
through the stamping machines, this being 
an increase of 408, over 1931. 
Earlier posting was the order, with the

The letters dealt with on Friday last, the 
23rd, totalled 510,000, which was the largest 
“number for any one day during the period 
under review, and showed an increase of 
alinost 100,000.

In addition, there were tens of thousahds 
of large letters, but these do not pass through 
the machines, and the actual figures, there- 
tore, are not available, 

The number of letters from foreign coun- 
tries was about the same as in 1931, while 
the home parcel traffic was well up to pre- 
vious years. The “peak” for the latter was 
reached on the 22nd inst. 

In the foreign traffic a noteworthy feature 
was the fact that individual parcels from 
America were smaller in size than usual. due

A School Subject. 


‘Train up a child in the way he should 
go; and when he is old he will not depart 
from it.” Yesterday Inspector Denis 
Hurley, prompted by this ancient wisdom, 
lectured on traffic dangers to an audience 


law 


of Boy Scouts. Inspector Hurley, of the 
Trafic Department of the Metropolitan 
Civic Guard, is a master of his subject ; 
and Dublin’s older ears must give eager 
heed to his instruction and warning. To- 
day the problem of street traffic is every- 
body’s problem; for nearly 2,000 motor 
vehicles are licensed in the Dublin 
metropolitan area, and everyone of the 
area’s 500,000 inhabitants, who is not bed- 
ridden, is the potential victim of a motor 
accident. As the traffic becomes more 
dangerous and more congested, the regula- 
tions for its control become wider and 
more elaborate. At present in the Dublin 
area, as Inspector Hurley tells us, the 
control of 56 crossings engages the services 
of 63 policemen. Nevertheless, the number 
of accidents, including fatal accidents, 
shows a steady increase. In 1926 the total 
number of accidents in the Dublin area 
was 1,071; last year it was 1,255. The 
most numerous victims of fatal accidents 
are children under twelve years of age, 
who have not learned discretion, and 
persons beyond sixty, whose discretion has 
waxed at the expense of their agility ; 
these two classes contribute 48 per cent. 
of the tragic total. On the whole, 
Inspector Hurley's conclusions are not dis- 
couraging. In his view, as we gather, 
the number of motor accidents due to 
sudden failure of the machine or to 
sudden incapacity of its driver is very 
small, The great majority result from the 
carelessness of motor drivers or of 
pedestrians, and ought not to happen. 
The essential remedy, therefore, is careful- 
ness—the inculcation of a proper ‘‘ traftic 
sense '’ in citizens of every age and class. 
It ought to be imparted in the schools 
until road navigation becomes an instinct 
of youth. In the case of motor drivers 
the perpetual need of care ought to be 
reinforced with really drastic penalties for 
criminal recklessness. Only thus will 
accidents cease to grow with the inevitable 
growth of motor traffic. Inspector Hurley’s 
lists of “ safety rules ”' 
and motorists ought to be placarded in 
every garage and in every schoolroom of 
the metropolitan area. Most of the 
children are destined to a far closer 
contact with the streets of Dublin than 
with the rivers of Africa. 


Britain’s Defences. 


Many people in Britain are concerned 
for the future of the Territorial Army. 
This year its annual summer camp train- 
ing was abandoned on the ground of ex- 
pense, and 'the economy has produced 
undesirable results in the form of a steady 
decline in the recruiting figures. When 
the Financial Secretary to the War 
Office introduced the Army Estimates last 
March he declared that, “if the Terri- 
torials were to go without camps for two 
years in succession, it would be almest 
equivalent to disbanding them.... So 
far as it is possible to speak for the 
future, the Territorial Army will not ve 
asked to repeat this sacrifice next year.”'

Russo-Canadian Barter. 


The proposed agreement between Canada 
and Russia for an interchange of goods 
between the two countries—100,000 head 
of live cattle will be paid for by Russian 
petrol and anthracite—requires the 
approval of the Dominion Parliament 
before it can become effective, and it is 
by no means certain that this will be 
forthcoming. The full details will be 
placed before Mr. R. B. Bennett on his 
return, before Parliament opens at Ottawa 
on January 30th, so that there may te 
considerable changes in the situation. It 
is regarded as unlikely that Mr. Bennett 
will agree to accept Russian anthracit 
in preference to that from Wales. and 
some modification of the proposals may be 
necessary if, parliamentary sanction is to 
be given to the agreement.

MR. ROOS AS LEADER.

Mr. Tielman Roos virtually offered him 
self as leader for a new Coalition Govern- 
ment, if one should be formed, when he 
spoke to a crowded meeting here to-night. 

It was impossible, he said, for General 
Smuts, leader of the South African Party, 
unaided to put the present Government 
out of office’ Three factors essential for 
the future prosperity of South Africa are, 
according to Mr. Tielman Roos—(1) a 


coalition ; (2) the elimination of racialism : 


(3) devaluation of the South African 
pound. 

Mr. Roos declared that neither General 
Smuts nor General Hertzog could lead 4 
coalition, but if General Smuts was pre- 
pared to throw in his lot with a Coalition 
Government under someone who would 
swing both the Nationalists and South 
African Parties, he would do a great ser- 
vice to South Africa.

INCREASING MOTOR TRAFFIC. 


a ———— 


In recent years, said Inspector Hurley, 
Dublin, in common with all other cities of 
its size, has been faced with a serious traffic 
problem, a situation which is primarily due 
to the enormous increase in the use of motor 
vehicles as a means of road transport, and the 
subject deserves the serious consideration of 
those responsible for the safety of human 
life, as well as those entrusted with our 
civic administration. 


The problem affects nearly every citizen 1n | 


the course of his daily routine, whether he 
is driving a mrotor car, riding on a tramcar 
er omnibus or walking on the streets. It also 
affects the operation of business, mainly due 
to the movement of commercial vehicles, 
which experience many difficulties and delays 


while loading or unloading merchandise and | 


other supplies. 


During the past tem years there has been |

has brought in its wake a problem of adequate

CONTROL POINTS. 


In the year 1920 vehicular traffic within 
the City of Dublin began to assume very 
large proportions. At this time there were 
comparatively few traffic control points, but 
in order to cope with the immense volume 
and variety of street traftic steadily em 
vear by vear, many new points had to be 
established, and to-day there are fifty-six 
erossings, controlled by sixty-three pointsmen. 
The problem in its true ‘perspective may now 
be regarded as an important branch of police 
that the regulation of street traffic is a 
function of major importance, which requires 
to be treated and handled in an intelligent 
manner. 

At this : 
statistics of fatal and non-fatal accidents 
during the past six years within the Dublin 
Metropolitan area, which “embraces a. large 
portion of the County Dublin in addition to 
the city proper.

Glancing over these figures which from time 
to time appeared in the daily Press, said the 
lecturer, one must shudder to think that year 
after year these occurrences are on the in- 
crease. In the years 1926, 1927 and 1928 the 
number of road accidents resulting in death 
was 27, 27 and 30, respectively. In the vear 
1929 the figure reached the alarming total of 
66. The nine months ended on 30th Septem- 
ber 1932. accounted for 41 deaths, and it is 
a noteworthy feature that during the month of 
August, when traffic was — as at its 
peak, there was not a single fatal accident re- 
corded. . 

On making a closer analysis of the figures 
with a view to discovering the cause of such 
accidents, one finds that the most common 
error in this direction is that of confusing 
the cause with the various types of accidents. 
Plaving games on the streets and roadways, 
stealing rides on moving vehicles, suddenly 
stepping from. the footway on to the carriage- 
way, “ jay-walking,’’ driving motor vehicles 
with defective brakes are actions which result 
in types of accidents. The cause of accidents 
is that impelling force of which these types 
are merely results. 


CARELESS WALKERS. 


A study of police reports clearly establishes 
the fact that a great percentage of these fatal 
accidents are due in some degree to careless- 
ness on the part of pedestrians, and in this 
direction it would be safe to assume that the 
‘solution of the pedestrian problem in the 
streets of our city would in no small way help 
ío surmount existing difficulties. It is obvious 
that until the careless pedestrian is educated 
to observe greater caution when ‘crossing the 
roadway such accidents. w'll be unavoidable. 

Carelessness is nothing more or less than 
thoughtlessness, and this is a matter which 
can be dragged from the hazy field of

A SAFETY CODE, 


- 


RULES WHICH SHOULD BE 
' OBSERVED. 


Having classified the most common types of 
accidents, it becomes necessary to prescribe 
a remedy to counteract the danger, and this 
may ‘-be- appropriately called a safety-code for 
pedestrians and drivers. 

(1) Pedestrians should he obliged to walk 
on the left of the footways, not on the 1ight, 
as heretofore. When overtaking other 
pedestrians, the person passing should keep 
to the right. Walking abreast on the foot- 
ways by more than two persons—i.e., three 
in all—should be prohibited. Wheeling 
perambulators two abreast on the footways 
should also be prohibited. Should this rule 
be observed,, those walking on the outside of 
the footway will face the oncoming traffic, 
while those walkirg on the inside will have 


| the width of the footway to cover should 


they desire to cross the road, and will thus 
have ample time. to look out for possible 
traffic dangers. 

(2) Pedestrians should cross the street in a 
straight direction—not diagonally. Before 
stepping off the footway a person should first 
look to the right for approaching traffic, and, 
having reached the centre of the road, should 
look to the left for vehieles coming in the 
While crossing, persons 


(3) Pedestrians should, as far as possible, 
cross at recognised crossings and where safety 
There is a pointsman 
invariably at such places to control and 
direct their movements. The traflie control 
Garda may be regarded as the pedestrians’ 
safety specialist, and his direction should be 
obeyed promptly and cheerfully. Where 
there is no manual or automatic control, 
pedestrians should avoid crossings at points 
where three or more streams of vehicular 
traffic converge. It will be safer to cross 
some distance away from such crossings, as 
the pedestrian does not thus expose himself 
to so many risks. 

(4) Pedestrians when crossing the street should 
move only when the signal, either manual or 
automatic; is in their favour and when the 
stream of vehicular traffic is flowing in the 
same direction. 


BOARDING STREET CARS. 

(5) Pedestrians should exercise great care 
when boarding or alighting from trams on 
the centre of the roadway, and they should 
never cross the street immediately behind a 


tramcar, lest another should be approaching | 


on the opposite line or a motor vehicle which 
cannot b seen. When hailing trams or 
omnibuses, pedestrians should not move on 
to the carriage-way before the vehicle has 
come to a halt. Passengers should not alight 
from or board these vehicles before they 
come to a halt. Drivers of omnibuses are 
required by law to pull up close to the kerb 
for the purpose of taking up or setting down 
passengers, and intending passengers do not 
act, fairly to themselves or drivers if they 
step on to the carriage-way before the vehicle 
halts. 

(6) Children should not steal rides on 
motors or other vehicles, It is a sad fact, 
that many accidents occur in this way, and 


| no precautions that drivers can take are 
| sufficient to prevent the danger. 


(7) Children should not run suddenly off 
the footways. The practice is fraught with 
gieat consequences, both to the party con- 
cerned and to drivers of vehicles, who do not 
contemplate such sudden movements. 

(8) Children should be advised not to play 
games on the streets where danger is con- 
stantly lurking. They should be encouraged 
to play in the public parks and playgrounds 
where such are provided, 


THE CIVIC SPIRIT. 
The adoption of the foregoing principles 
would to some extent reduce the number of 
fatal and non-fatal street accidents, but it 1s 


obvious that help from other sources must be | 


invoked in order to give practical effect to 
these suggestions. 

The Dublin daily Press has hitherto given 
unstinted assistafice in educating the public 
in this direction, and many schemes have 
been initiated, with the sanction of local 
authorities, for safeguarding the welfare of 
pedestrians, but the teaching of the true 
civie spirit in schools and colleges is the only 
feasible solution to a growing’ problem. 


Under present-day conditions regulations | 


in the absence of legislation have failed to 
achieve any beneficial) degree of success, a 
fact which is due to the iheenbe of a change 
in the mentality of the general public, in so 
far as they fail to realise the dangers arising 
from fast-moving traffic, which has increased 
approximately a hundred fold within the past 
ten years. Therefore, it is again urged that 
the education of the children in the schools 
and the youth in other educational establish- 
ments be carried out on similar lines to those 
which have obtained such satisfactory results 
in Continental cities. 


SAFETY FIRST. 


Again, it may be safely argued that 
“safety, like charity, begins at home,” and 
when parents realise the Full significance and 
importance of teaching the principles of 
safety to their children, just as they teach 
good deportment, much of the problem will 
be solved. Every effort should, therefore, be 
made to convince parents of this obligation 
towards their children, for whose safety they 
are primarily responsible. 

it is particularly important that a proper 
understanding should exist between all 
branches of safety workers and full advan- 
tage be taken of every possible outlet for 
inFoomsalin and mass education. Boy Scouts 
and Girl Guides have proved to be of 
material assistance in spreading the 
of Safety First in other countries, aud it 
may be fairly assumed that similar organisa- 
tions in Dublin would willingly assis¢ in this 
direction. 

Having concentrated at some length of the 
necessity of pedestrians adopting some of the 
elementary principles of Safety First, it 
might be considered unfair and illogical to 
attribute all the .evils arising from street 
accidents to their neglect. Drivers of motors 
and other vehicles also deserve censure in 
this respect, and cannot be absolved from 
their share of res ibility.

MAKING THE ROADS SAFER. 


may be found generally useful :— 

(1) Drivers of slow-moving: traffic should 
keep strictly on the left-hand side of. the 
street, within four feet of the kerb, leaving 
the ‘left centre of the road free for fast- 
moving vehicles. When travelling at a slow 
rate of speed it is selfish and provoking to 
hug the erown of the road, to the inconveni- 
ence, and often exasperation, of other drivers 
proceeding in the same direction. Thoughtless 
action of this kind may seriously reduce the 
carrying capacity of the road and inspire 
dangerous ‘‘ cutting-in’’-and out, or passing 
on the left-hand side. 

(2) Pedal cyclists may also be regarded ns 
slow-moving traffic, and should keep on the 
left-hand side, close to the kerb. The practice 
of pillion riding on this type of machine 
should be le iy prohibited. It should be 
deemed an offence for pedal cyclists to cling 
on to other vehicles, to ride more than two 
abreast on the public road, or neglect to pro- 
vide red rear reflectors for their machines 
during the lighting-up period. 

(3) Motorists should look out for children 
playing on the streets. They may suddenly 
run into the roadway while playing on. the 
side-walks. The presence of children on the 
streets should always be taken by drivers as 


an automatic signal to reduce speed and drive 
slowly, The presence of animals on the road 
should also be regarded as an automat 
signal to reduce speed. Generally it will he 
found safer to pass animals at their rear, as 
cattle, in particular, invariably move forward 
owing to the structure of their legs, which 
renders it difficult for them to move back- 
wards. 

(4) Motorists and other drivers should give 
pedestrians a chance, even when they display 
carelessness. It must be remembered that 
accidents always occur unexpectedly; there- 
fore, vehicles should be hi carefully 
through the streets at all times. 


POINTSMEN’S SIGNALS. 

(5) Motorists should ‘keep their brakes ip 
good order, Their lives and those of others 
depend on their abilitiy to stop instantly. 
Motorists should not assume that their sound- 
ing of a horn at crossings or other dangerous 
points, such as sharp bends, assures their own 
safety. A horse-drawn vehicle, or children, 
or infirm people who cannot easily get out 
of the way, may appear on the roadway. 
When it i8 necessary to sound a horn, this 
should be always accompanied by a reduction 
of speed to safety limits. 

(6) Drivers of all vehicles, including push 
bicyeles, should rigidly obey the signals given 
by pointsmen and the import of street mark- 
ings and safety lines when approaching street 
intersections. They should always give the 
established hand signals correctly, clearly, 
and in sufficient time when approaching cross- 
ings, as it is absolutely essential to indicate 
the direction they propose to take. They 
should appreciate the courtesy accorded by 
others, and remember that the safety of the 
public should receive first consideration. 

(7) Drivers should consider the safety and 
convenience of others and should not pull up 
cars near corners or at dangerous bends, or 
at narrow points of the highway. They 


of road, 
THE JOY-RIDERS. 

(8) The stealing of cars for: joy-riding is 
a prevalent nuisance, frequently acccmpanied 
by serious <ocidents owing to inexperience or 
inability of persons who attempt to drive 
them. It may be of interest to note that 
daring the year 1931 one hundred and twelve 
motor cars were stolen in the Metropolitan 
Division, and for the nine months ended 
30th November, 1932, one hundred and twenty 
motor cars were taken for joy-rides. The 
vehicles in all cases were recovered by the 
Gardai and restored to owners. 
Drivers or owners of cars when leaving 
them parked on the streets should remove 
some vital part of the mechanism or take 
some other precaution so as to prevent the 
removal of the vehicles during thoir absence. 
Should .these precautions be adopted the 


intending thief will in all probability attract 


the attention of passers-by or police in his 
efforts to put the car in motion. 

(9) The public generally can assist the 
authorities in taking particulars of vehicles 
which they observe being driven in a dan- 
gerous manner, even when no accident 
actually takes place. It may not be generally 
known that the Gardai will institute pro- 
ceedings against drivers of vehicles in well- 
founded complaints from the public who are 
willing to come forward and give evidence. 
Much of the dangerous drivin 
eliminated if the. public decide 
themselves in this manner. 


STATIONARY TRAMCARS., 
(10) All types of vehicular traffic should be 
prohibited from passing stationary trams on 
the left-hand side, while passengers are board- 
ing or alighting therefrom, without leaving 
a clear space of six feet between the right 
or off side of such passing vehicle and the

Prosecutions can be instituted for breaches of 
this rule in the greater part of the Metro- 
politan area. 

Compliance with the simple rules outlined 
above would tend to reduce the terrible loss 
of life and serious persona! injuries which are 
suffered daily in our city. Experience in 
other places has demonstrated that such 
occurences can be avoided, and experience 
has proved that the method of avoidance is 
safety education.

“SAFETY” ON THE 


RAILWAY. 


EARLY DAYS OF 
THE IRON ROAD. . 


———ébvf —— 6: 


ALUABLE additions have recently been 
made by Mr. Dendy Marshall, a rail- 
ways enthusiast, to his collection of 

railway curios, held to be one of the finest 
in Britain. 

Before the days of signals the railways of 
Britain relied for safety on traffic policemen, 
who directed engine drivers over points and 
junctions in the same way as their counter- 
or of the road direct motor coaches, and 

fr. Marshall has now obtained a remarkable 

collection of the batons used by these éarly 
‘* traffic cops.” 
_ Mr. Marshall has made a hobby of collect- 
ing railway curios, and in his quiet Surrey 
home he showed a reporter his collection of 
the relics of the first of the “iron roads.”’ 

“ Private police for directing the traffic 
was kept by all the railways in early days,” 
said Mr, Marshall, '“but the Great Western 
eacelled all others in the variety of tasks 
it gave to the policemen. Among other 
things, they had to give notice of arrivals 
and departures at the stations, direct 
passengers, operate the points, watch the 
movements of embankments or cuttings, re- 
ceive and give signals, keep the line clear, 
remove trespassers, and perform. such a 
nomber of other tasks that virtually all the 
staff except drivers and guards must have 
been policemen. 

“Some of the batons used by these men 
are very elaborately decorated, having golden 
scrolls and the Royal arms or ‘ V.R.” 
inscribed in colours. I have just obtained a 
remarkably fine specimen of the very small 
metal baton, or tipstaff carried by the 
inspectors of a century ago. ‘This one was 
used on the Greenwich railway, and is made 
of polished steel, with an ivory grip, while 
a crown on the top unscrews to i the 
inspector's warrant to be carried inside, 


THE “EGG BOILER.” 


' About a hundred years ago the Liverpool 
and Manchester Railway stationed policemen 
at intervals of a mile all along the track. 
According to the regulations, when a train 
approached the policeman presented himself 
and signified a clear line by assuming an 
erect position, with the arm outstretched. 
but if he stood at: ease the engineer was 
aware that some obstruction existed. 

“The glow of the engine fire at night was 
thought sufficient ‘or the policeman to know 
when a train was coming, while, if a driver 
saw a policeman holding him up, it is stated 
that the driver was enabled by instantly 
checking the velocity of the engine to avoid 
a collision that would be tremendous. 

“It seems curious in these days of auto- 
matic electric signalling to imagine British 
railways being signalled by means of sand 
glasses. Yet that was the system of the 
first signals. They were pivoted boards which 
were worked by signalmen, who kept them 
at danger for five minutes after a train had 
passed. 

‘“At the end of that time it was assumed 
that the track was clear, and the board was 
accordingly turned to the go-ahead position.

DELICATE VOILE IN 
FRENCH CHAMBER.

HE new French Premier, M. Paul-Bon- 
i cour, has not had to wait long before 
having to face a delicate situation. 
To-morrow the State guarantee for the Aus- 
trian Loan comes up for consideration by the 
Chamber, and it is by no means certain which 
way the vote will be cast. There is no en- 
thusiasm for the loan. . It is true that the 
Financia} and Foreign Affairs Committees of 
beth the Chamber and the Senate have ap- 
proved the project, but they have done so 
with considerabls hesitation, and not without 

certain reservations. 

The general opinion is that if the Govern- 
ment make the matter o question of con- 
fidence they are likely to secure a majority, 
though it is not expected to be a very large 
one. Many Socialists and Radicals are likely 
to abstain from voting; the Right is likely to 
vote against the Government, while the 
numerous little groups forming the Centre are 
extremely divided. 

On the other hand, there are few deputies 
who would care to see precipitated another 
Ministerial crisis, especially at the present 
juncture, which is both the eve of the holi- 
days and the close of the third quarter of the 
financial year. 

The proposed fresh international loan to 
Austria amounts to some 300,000,000 schillings, 
of which France, like Britain, is to provide 


100,000,000 schillings, 
DEPENDING ON FRANCE. 


The loan depends on these two countries, 
and Italy, ratifying the loan agreement—that 
so-called Lausanne protocol—by December 
élst. The British share in the loan came in 
for a lot of criticism in the House of Com- 
mons the other day, and it seems as though 
the proposed French share is meeting w 
even more determined opposition. 

In defiance of the Guiahes of Deputies, 
which yesterday, with the request of the 
Mifister of Finance, authorised the issue of 
Treasury Bonds amounting to five milliard 
francs {£59,000,000 at present rates), as pro- 
vided for in the monthly vote on account, the 
Senate Finance Commission to-day rejected 
the fy by thirteen votes to nine. 

The Commission then fired the amount of 
the issue at three milliard francs, although 
M. Chéron, the Finance Minister, yesterday 
informed .the Chamber that he would not 
accept a shilling less than his five milliards. 

M. Chéron has pointed out that the Budget 
deficit for 1933 is estimated at seventeen mil- 
liard franes, instead of the expected deficit of 
twelve milliards, and that the Treasury will 
have barely enough funds to cover the period 
up till the end of the year unless the vote 
which he asked for were adopted.

WILL BRADMAN CRY OFF? 


With Don Bradman’s whereabouts a secret 
and no information as regards the nature of 
the discussion of the player-writer question 
to be considered at to-day’s meeting of the 
Australian Board of Control, s peo Ol is 
rile as to whether Bradman will play in the 
remainder of the Tests. 

It is a widespread opinion that a motion 
to alter the rule permitting player-writers 
will be submitted at a special meeting to 
follow the ppm Í meeting, but there 
appears only a small prospect of the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority being obtained, 
based almost unanimously upon the belief 
that the rule will remain unchanged after 
the meeting. Opinions vary as regards 
radman’s intention. Some consider he will 
immediately withdraw from the second Test, 
which begins at Melbourne to-morrow. Others 
are equally certain that he will play and 
write, thus putting the onus on the Board 
of Control. 

A. A. Mailey, the former Test player, 
writing in the Melbourne Herald, says that 
if the Board decides to tighten rather than 
loosen the rule, Bradman will drop out of 
‘Test cricket. Mailey declares that if the 
Board decides to adhere to the present rule 
the only thing Bradman can do is to retire 
from the second Test, as it would be useless 
to make further sacrifices by playing in one 
Test knowing he could not play later. If 
the Board’s decision is delayed until to- 
morrow, it would be manifestly unfair to 
expect Bradman to play in the second Test 
and then cease to play in later Tests, yet 
this is exactly what his position will be if 
the decision is delayed.

The Legislative Council of the United Tex-

Office report 


THE GREATEST FLIGHTS 
OF THE YEAR. 


ETTING of new world’s records, main- 
tenance of supremacy in the world’s 
export trade and expansion to important 
new markets which were formerly the 
close preserves of foreign constructors, 
progress exemplified in the emergence of 
new and highly efficient types of aero- 
plane and aero engine, advance in 
technical knowledge that promises well for 
the future, spectacular flights worthy to 
rank with the finest achievements of 
earlier years—that, in brief, is the proud 
record of the British aircraft industry in 
1932. 

Amid the storm and stress that have 
shaken the world and brought ruin to 
many industries, British aviation has 
stood like a rock. Hampered and dis- 
turbed though it has been by the abnormal 
monetary crises that have succeeded one 
to another all through the year, British 
flying has made steady progress. Com- 
mercial and private aeroplanes have spent 
more hours in the air than ever before. 
Military aeroplanes have accomplished 
work more valuable to the good govern- 
ment of the Empire than in any other 
period of twelve months. Research and 
experiment have proceeded triumphantly 
towards the evolution of the perfect flying 
machine. 


test-pilot, muffled in the thickest of flying 
suits though the autumn day was warm, 
and equipped with © oxygen-breathing 
apparatus, who sat in the open cockpit of 
a silvery biplane while the powerful super- 
charged engine in the nose of the fuselage 
ticked over in the process of “ warming 
up.” For a minute or two the pilot 
threw the throttle wide open, listened to 
the satisfying roar of the mighty engine 
and noted the readings of the instruments 
on the dashboard before him. Then he 
motioned to the mechanics to take away 
the chocks restraining forward movement 
of the wheels, and took off to climb higher 
than a man in an aeroplane had ever 
previously climbed. Quickly Mr. Uwins 
reached the height of Everest—29,000 


feet above sea-level and highest of the 


world’s mountain peaks—and still he 
miles high, far into the awful silence and 
deathly cold of the stratosphere, he began 
a long descent. A new world’s height 
record had ‘been established at the 
stupendous figure of 43,976 feet. 

_ Flights half across the world in quicker 
times than were on record indicated that 
the honour of moving more rapidly from 
point to point than any forerunner had 
lost nothing of its allure. For the first 
time the greatest individual flying feat of 
the year is credited to a woman. Mrs. 
Mollison astonished the world with her 
high speed journeys between London and 
Cape Town, her outward flight in four days 
seven hours surpassing by more than ten 
hours the “' record ” set in the spring by 
her husband, and her homeward journey 
breaking by well over two days a ‘‘record’”’ 


| which had stood since early in 1930. 


Next in order of merit on the list of 
spectacular personal feats come the 
‘lone ” trans-Atlantic crossing of Mr. 
Mollison from Ireland to New Brunswick 
in 225 hours, and Mr. C. W. A. Scott’s 
new '' record '’ for the flight from England 
to Australia, which he completed in four 
hours less than nine days.. Like the flights 
of the Mollisons, Mr. Scott’s journey 
proved once again the outstanding 
qualities of the British light aeroplane and 
light aero engine. 


VICTORY OVER THE ALPS. 


Foremost in the field of international 
competition was the sweeping success 
gained by British military aircraft in the 
race round the Alps organised by the Swiss 
Government. A standard British single- 
seater fighter, which had been acquired 
more than a year previously by the Yugo- 
slav Air Force, averaged no less than 
201.4 m.p.h. over the course of 238 miles— 
a feat enhanced by the facts that the race 
included two intermediate halts and three 
separate climbs to 14,000 feet. Against 
the British machine were ranged the finest 
military aircraft built on the Continent of 
Kurope, several of them much more 
recently designed than the Yugoslav entry ; 
but they were all out-classed. And the 
triumph did not end there; the multi- 
seater race flown on the same day saw a 
British two-seater fighter, flown by a 
Belgian pilot, cross the finishing line first. 
Thus the most important imternational 
contest since the end of the Schneider 
Trophy series stands on record as a com- 
plete victory for British aeroplanes. 

The aircraft industry can also claim a 
chief share in the exploit of Sir Malcolm 
Campbell, who raised his own world speed 
record on land to 254 miles an hour in 
the course of breath-taking runs on Day- 
tona beach. The heart of his Blue Bird 
motor car was a 1,500 h.p. aero engine, 
originally developed for installation in 
Schneider Trophy racing seaplanes. And 
Kaye Don, employing two 2,500 h.p. aero 
engines in his motor boat, Miss England 
HI., was the first man to move at 120 
miles an hour—two miles a minute—on 
the water. 

Men and women aviators made flights 
too numerous to chronicle in this briei 
survey. Air touring became more than 
ever a usual happening, the most 
ambitious trip of the year being that of 
the Hon. Mrs. Westenra, who, piloted by 
Mr. R. H. McIntosh in her own light 
monoplane. flew no less than 235,000 miles 
through Africa, much of the distance over 
dense jungle -and swamp, where no aero- 
plane had flown before. Other travellers 
ventured into Central Asia, through 
Russia, down the western coast of Africa, 
over the Andes in South America, and far 
into many other regions that were scarcely 
known by Europeans not many decade* 
ago. Mr. Taylor’s flight over the Andes 
is particularly noteworthy. Piloting a 
tiny British single-seater monoplane, 
which is the smallest aircraft produced in 
numbers anywhere in the world, he crossed 
the vast mountain range twice at a height 
ef 18,000 feet.

Royal Air Force aeroplanes flew 47,000 
miles in formation on special long-distance 
cruises—-more than half as much again as 
in 1931.

“air control.’’ Year after year the Service 
preserves conditions essential to good 
government in these formerly turbulent 
regions at small cost in life and treasure. 
The mobility and ubiquity of the air arm 
have astonished and impressed warriors 
who were familiar with, and contemptuous 
of, the slow and ponderous action of 
ground forces. An outstanding example of 
the former quality was the transport by 
big troop carrier ‘planes of an entire 
battalion of soldiers from Egypt to Iraq, 
where their presence was desired to cope 
with a delicate situation following an out- 
break of disaffection among Assyrian 
levies who resented imminent disband- 
ment. Within a few hours of the sum- 
mons the troops landed; without trouble 
or disturbance they deprived the 
astonished levies of their weapons. 

At home, and in routine flying in three 
continents, the R.A.F. maintained a high 
record of hours flown. Once again the 
annual air exercises, engaging some two 
hundred aeroplanes and continuing night 
and day, were gone through without any 
serious incident—tribute to the skill of the 
personnel and to the trustworthiness of 
the aircraft and engines employed. 


TRADE FLYING DISPLAY. 


Chief trade event of the year was the 
great flying display organised by the 
Society of British Aircraft Constructors 
at Hendon Aerodrome. Thirty - five 
different types of civilian and military 
aircraít were demonstrated in flight before 
nearly a thousand invited guests, who 
represented between them the fighting and 
commercial air services of most of the 
nations. A small ‘static’? exhibition, 
housed in tents beside the flying field, gave 
visitors an idea of the manifold accessory 
products of the British aircraft industry. 
The success of the display, which was the 


first of its kind held anywhere in the 
world, indicates that the day of the purely 
‘static ’’ air exhibition is over. Beside | 
the attraction of actual flying demonstra- 
tion, the ordinary aero show, such as that 
held in Paris every two years, seems a 
very dull affair. 

Many new flying machines made first 
appearances. They included single-seater 
fighters capable of unprecedented speeds 
and rate of climb, night bombers able to 
carry big loads quickly and over long 
distances non-stop, immense troop carriers, 
a giant six-engined flying boat biplane 
weighing fully laden no less than 32 tons, 
new high-speed four-engined monoplane 
air liners designed for service in ow 
new and improved versions of the robust 
“general purpose ” aircraft which form 
an important part of the R.A.F, fleet at 
home and overseas, and shapely single- 
engined and multi-engined light transport 
planes. 

The range of air-cooled motors between 
120 h.p. and 800 h.p. was augmented by 
the addition of power units fitted for fly- 
ing at the higher speeds which became 
general during the year. Cooling systems 
were bás and power output increased 
without disproportionate increase in fuel 
,consumption or loss of dependability. 
Most interesting of new water-cooled 
engines produced during the year is the 
500 h.p. ‘‘compression-ignition ” motor, 
the first aeroplane engine burning heavy 
oil instead of volatile spirit to pass the 
severe '“ type test ' imposed by the British 
Air Ministry.

FAMOUS JOCKEYS 
OF EIGHTY YEARS. 


THE CAREER OF 
FRED ARCHER. 


IGHTY years ago Elnathan Flatman 

E, was the leading rider in England, and 

he had then secured the championship 

for seven consecutive years from 1846 to 1852 

(writes a special correspondent in the 
Sporting Life and Sportsman, 

During the long period which has followed 
only three men have beaten Nat Flatman’s 
brilliant sequence, and these renowned horse- 
men were Fred Archer, George Fordham and 
Stephen Donoghue. 

Fordham was champion fourteen times be- 
tween 1855 and 1871. Archer held the dis- 
tinction for thirteen successive years from 
1874, and Donoghue an unbroken run of ten 
years from 1914 to 19253. 

It is remarkable hat Donoghue completed 
his sequence when he divided the honours 
with E. C. Elliott in 1923; and exactly the 
same thing happened in 1871, when Fordham 
“ dead-heated ” with C. Maidment. The. 
score in 1871 was 86 each and 89 each in 
1923. 

Several English riders have won more races 
in their time than Gordon Richards. These 
include the still living ex-champions, M. 
Cannon, 8. Donoghue, C. Wood, 0. Madden, 
and Sam Loates. ! 

Both Archer and Fordham rode far more 
than double the number of winners so far 
Richards, and the records 
made by the first two celebrities have never 
yet been approached, 

Fordham’ was champion five times, when 
the handicap minimum was down to 4st. All 
thfough Archer’s career the minimum was 
5st. 7ib., and for the last eight years from 
1879 Archer’s weight was given in “ Ruff’s 
Guide ’’ as 8st. 7Ib. 


TWO HUNDRED WINNERS. 


Archer rode upwards of 200 winners in 


the record of winning 246 races in 1885, he 
had also won 241 races in 1884, when he had 
only 577 mounts. 

During his riding career from 1870 to 1886, 
Archer had 8,084 mounts under Jockey Club 
Rules, and he rode 2,746 winners. In addi- 
tion, he won many races in various countries 
in Europe 

Fordham also won 2.516 races, and he was 
champion each year from 1855 to 1863. He 
was close up second to 8. Kenyon in 1866, 
and second to J. Grimshaw in 1864. He had 
been champion in 1865, and the only time 
he was beaten before 1872 was when W. 
Gray was on top in 1870. 

Tom Cannon was the leading jockey in 1872, 
and during his long spell from 1860 to 1891 he 
rode 1,544 winners. Tom Cannon was the 
father of some brilliant sons, and together 
these horsemen established a wonderful 
record, as the Cannons won 3,800 races. 

In 1873 H. Constable defeated F. Archer 
by three points for the jockeys’ champion- 
ship. Then when Archer came into fame 
Constable was the runner-up in each of the 
five years up to 1878.. 

During the last eight years Archer was 
riding, from 1879, the still-liviag Charlie 
Wood was second seven times, and Fordham 
was second in 1880. In 1882. when Wood 
was runner-up, he won 182 races, and rode 
186 winners in 1885. 

Charlie Wood won 1,350 races within ten 
years, and after the death of Archer he was

Tom Loates defeated G. Barrett for the 
leading position in 1889 and 1690, and after 
standing down for a couple of seasons 
Loates defeated M. Cannon in 1895. In this 
year Loates had 357 mounts, and he rode 
winners, and when he retired he had won 
1,426 races. 

Mornington Cannon won upwards of 1,860 
races, and his record was only surpassed by 
F. Archer and G. Fordham. Having been 
head of the list in 1891 and 1892, he was 
again champion four times in succession from 
1894. and in each of two seasons he won 
| upwards of 180 races. . 

Otto Madden followed Cannon in 1898, but 
there were several breaks in his splendid 
career. He was champion again in 1901, 
1903 and 1904. Madden was riding during 
the war, and he has ridden over 1,500 
winners. 

Sam Loates defeated Madden for tha 
coveted position in 1899, and in the following 
vear the American,: Lester Reiff, displaced 
Sam Loates. This was the first American 
vear, for five Yankee jockeys finished in the 
first ten. ‘They were L. Reiff, J. Reiff, Sloan, 
Rigby and J. H. Martin. 

William Lane finished on top in 1902 to 
break the Madden spell, and in 1905 Madden 
was second to the apprentice, E. Wheatley. 
William Higgs was then champion twice, and 
he was succeeded by D. Maher in 1908. 


WOOTTON’S EARLY DAYS.

| It was in 1908 that Frank Wootton finished 
| second with 129 wins, and Wootton was then 
a bov who reached his fifteenth birthday in 
the December. Frank Wootton won the 
hichest honours in four succesSive years from 
1909. and he then finished second to Danny 
Maher in 1910.

them. Indeed, we have so changed the 
disposition of the hens themselves that 
many of them don’t want to bother with 
families, In these hard times we must 
take every means in our power that will 
bring in the most profit in the shortest 
time and with the least expenditure of 
labour. And so, if we desire to raise 
poultry to any extent, and at the most 
suitable time, we cannat do without 
machinery. Not that machines can hatch 
better than hens—and, of course, they 
cannot do it in a shorter time—but we 
can control the time of hatching, which 
is a great advantage, and can hatch 
numbers of chickens. that would take 
enormous trouble with hens.
